Bank directors and stockholders in money corporations. 
Finally, they say that all who do not adopt their views 
on these subjects, are no democrats — that they are 
“ twaddlers, bank men, aristocrats and whigs.” 
The New Y ork Evening Post has led upon this course 
with great zeal and ability. 
It has warred, not only 
against the whigs and opposition, but has d«mounced 
the Albany Argus, the New York Times, the Utica Ob­ 
server, and the YVashington Globe, for not following in 
its train. 
It is now opposed to the democratic legisla­ 
ture of New York in most of its measures. 
The same spirit has broken out in Massachusetts. 
In 
both States a party has been formed, more radical, us 
they claim, than the great body 
of tho Demociacy — 
and this party has undertaken to stamp as false demo­ 
crats al! who do not coincide with their ultra views.—
